Intelligently 
critical in his tastes and in his obser 
vations, he was ever generous in his 
judgments. 


The personal dignity which so well 
became him was not more 
marked 
than was his personal modesty. 
While 
his publii -spiritedness led him to ac­ 
cept such public duties as were thrust 
upon him, for the discharge of which 
he claimed neither credit nor reward, 
his kindly nature sought 
private op­ 
portunities to aid where help was 
needed. 


While he abhorred hypocrisv, which 
he was quick to detect, his genial and 
courteous 
manner 
showed little dis­ 
tinction on account of class. 
Broad in 
his sympathies, hearty in his friend­ 
ships and frank in his advice, he was 
an ideal friend.

Botanical Garden,' at 
Berlin. 
Norfolk's palm bloomed in 
June, 1851, and that in the Berlin 
collection in June, 1888. 
It is believed 
that the 
K e w Garden specimen 
will 
bloom either in 1896 or 1897. T h e 
blossoms are very fragrant and Jast but 
forty-eight hours.—St. Louis Republic.

O n Saturday last he 
passed a check for $125, with the sig­ 
nature of Hooker & C o . forged there 
on, upon the Indianapolis Furniture 
Company. On Tuesday it was returned 
to the furniture 
company marked a 
forgery, and G. F. Ochs, a salesman in 
the 
victimized 
establishment, 
began 
making inquiries 
concerning 
Ferrer. 
He found that the forger had not been 
at the folfice of Bunker & C o . since 
last Friday, and upon inquiry his wife, 


who lives at Golden Gate station, near 
Berkeley, professed ignorance as to his 
whereabouts. 
Further 
investigation 
showed that Ferrer had passed two 
other checks for $20 each, with the 
signature of C. D. Bunker & Co. forged 
thereto, on the Indianapolis 
Furniture 
Company, in part payment .of an old 
account. 


A n examination of these signatures 
yesterday showed them to be such re­ 
markable imitations of the genuine 
that their easy passage through the 
Custom-house is explained. T h e check 
signed "Hooker & C o . " might have 
passed through just as easily had not 
Ferrer picked out a bank, the First 
National, in which the firm had no 
account.

to determine the boundary line, as the 
bill now provides.
